A CHALLENGE TO HITLER 
It I? with deep regret that most Americans consider 
the possibility of facing the French in a shooting war. 
The military aspect - th e strengthening of Hitler s 
naval resources 
has been stressed. 
It is important. 
But today, as Pierre Laval’s re s ilie n c y m akes armed 
conflict between Frenchmen and Americans appear im­ 
minent, we should like to indulge in a final splurge of 
sentimentality. 
Of all the earth's peoples, until recently one would 
have said that the French were the last we should have 
to shoot, bomb and attem pt to destroy in defense of 
fundamental democracy. 
Nowhere, we believed, did the love* of liberty, equal­ 
ity and fraternity flourish more vigorously and even 
belligerently than in France. 
No nation had contributed so much to the establish­ 
m ent and preservation of democracy in the United 
States. 
Millions of young Americans, now in the prime of 
life, fought in and for France less than quarter of a cen­ 
tu ry ago, and came home convinced that in all future 
world alignments we and France would stand side by 
side. 
Those who realized the essential offensiveness of 
Germany thought of France as dem ocracy’s Maginot 
Line, which would hold until her democratic allies could 
come to the rescue. 
That, of course, is the key to the sad situation we 
face today. 
We counted too much upon that Maginot 
Line, literally and figuratively. 
When it broke— when 
the actual fortifications proved incapable of making up 
for the moral strength and national unity France had 
lost—the rest of us were caught unprepared. 
So now we see our traditional friend and ally beaten, 
dismembered, ravished, forced at gun’s point to become 
the military ally of lim- and our bitterest enemy. 
When and if Laval completes the sale of his coun­ 
tin', even to the extent of turning the French navy over 
to German crews and permitting the use of French 
naval bases by the Nazis, we shall have to lay aside this 
sentimentality and treat all of France as a part of the 
Reich. 
But first, there can br no harm in remembering that 
fee most Frenchmen, this alliance with Hitler is net ev* i 
a m atter of expediency. 
It rests upon bitter compul­ 
sion. 
Probably tile average Frenchman hates Hitlerism 
worse today than before Dunkirk. 
There is reason to believe that the French public, 
as a whole, desires an Anglo-American victory so whole­ 
heartedly that our bombing of even their beloved Paris 
does not arouse resentment, since it is an act of initia­ 
tive against the Nazis. 
The French, as a race, have not changed in their 
love for democracy. 
The senescent Petain. the anglo­ 
phobe Darlan, the fascist Laval may let them down, 
and place them nominally on the side of Hitler. 
Their 
fleet and their bases may be used against us. 
But h eres a challenge for Der Fuehrer: Does he 
dare today to raise a French army, equip it with tanks, 
artillery and planes, and take his chance on which side 
it woyld fight'’

.Tuberculosis kills more people than any other of the disease! 
transmissible from man to man, and is especially dangerous in 
wartimes. 


Hew common la tuberculosis? 
Tuberculosis is so common in the United States that 160 deaths 
occur from it every day, l l of these in Pennsylvania. For 
every death nine or ten cases of the disease could be found. 


How do people get tuberculosis? 
With one exception they catch it from some other person. 
That exception is tuberculosis contracted from tuberculous 
cows. 


What people are moet likely to get tuberculosis? 
By all odds, those people who are living in closest association 
with people who have tuberculosis. Young children are often 
seriously infected by mothers or fathers with “open” tubercu­ 
losis, that is to say, tuberculosis with cough and expectoration. 


Do people have tuberculosis without knowing it? 
Yes, they often do. The beginnings of tuberculosis are fre­ 
quently very insidious. 


How doe* the doctor find out if you hare tuberculosis? 
They are many ways. If you are sick, with the well-known 
symptoms, including chronic cough, increased expectoration 
fever, loss of weight and strength, and perhaps spit up a little 
blood, the doctor will have no difficulty in making the diagnosis 
He will, of course, miso have an X-ray examination made. 


What is done if you are found to have tuberculoeis? 
Treatment should bs promptly begun. More rest>—and the 
I 
converse, much less activity and strain—and better attention 
Jp 
lo diet may be sufficient to arrest the disease. Bed rest is often 
essential. 


What are the facilities for taking care of tuberculosis? 
The first line of defense is formed by the doctors in general 
practice. For those who cannot afford private medical care 
there are excellent dispensaries. The local Tuberculosis Asso­ 
ciation, organized with funds provided by Christmas Seals, can 
tell a patient where he can go for advice and care. There are 
also good sanatoria. 


Is tuberculosis always curable? 
Unfortunately, it is not. When the disease is discovered too 
late, or when bad judgment has been used iii its early care, 
t he most that can be done is to prolong life. B u t tuberculosis 
discovered early is almost always curable.

county rationing board to obta.n 
applications as soon as they a re­ 
made available rn order to stud;

day. 
The OPA provided the following 
rules for commercial users to de­ 
termine the amount of sugar they 
might expect under the rationing 
set-up: 
Retailers: They may carry in­ 
ventories equal to the smaller of 
the two following computations 
(I) one pound for each dollar of 
the establishment's sales of every­ 
thing in the week ending April 25. 
or ( 2 1 the amount of sugar de­ 
livered to the store last 
Novem­ 
ber, divided by four. 
Wholesalers: Inventories 
may 
equal the amount of sugar r e r e i v ­ 
ed by the wholesaler in 1941 divid­ 
ed by the number of months in 
1941 during which tile wholesaler 
made deliveries to his customers. 
Industrial and institutional: 
A 
percentage—which will 
be 
fixed 
by the OPA from time to time 
of 
the am ount of sugar used for the 
same purposes in the same month 
of 1941. These users of sugar al­ 
ready have been rationed and for 
April were allowed 80 percent of 
last year's April consumption.
